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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS 

OF  THE  PENARTH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Evans  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963,  drawn  up  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1 / 64  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  as  supplied  by 
the  Registrar-General  was  20,890  and  this  is  the  figure  used  for  the 
vital  statistics  shown  in  this  report. 

The  sixteenth  Census  of  population  of  England  and  W ales  was 
taken  on  the  23rd  April,  1961,  and  I have  extracted  figures  of  some 
interest  which  I have  tabulated  on  pages  11  and  12. 

The  general  ageing  of  the  population  is  reflected  in  Penarth  by  the 
increase  in  the  over  sixty-five  population  in  ten  years  from  12.7  to 
14  per  cent.,  the  1961  figure  for  England  and  Wrales  is  12%  and  11.1  % 
for  Glamorgan. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  however  that  Penarth  is  a town  where 
many  people  come  to  live  in  retirement  and  this  is  the  probable 
explanation  of  the  higher  over-65  years  ratio  of  the  population  than  the 
figure  for  the  County  as  a whole,  but  this  figure  is  now  well  below 
those  quoted  for  certain  of  the  South  of  England  seaside  resorts  which 
are  remarkably  high,  the  highest  being  Worthing,  where  the  over 
sixty-five  population  in  the  1961  Census  was  over  36  per  cent. 

A comparison  of  the  number  of  elderly  people  in  Penarth  as  given 
in  the  Census  figures  for  1931,  1951  and  1961  (shown  below)  is  very 
interesting,  perhaps  the  most  notable  fact  being  that  there  were  four 
times  as  many  Octogenarians  in  1961  as  in  1931.

The  improvement  in  living  conditions  is  shown  in  the  Table  on 
page  11,  the  figure  for  the  average  number  of  persons  per  room  and  the 
percentage  of  persons  living  at  more  than  H per  room  being  reduced 
and  are  compared  in  the  Table  with  Cardiff,  Rhondda  and  Glamorgan. 

BIRTHS 

The  number  of  live  births  which  occurred  during  the  year 
amounted  to  331,  this  did  not  approach  the  exceptionally  high  birth 
rate  of  the  previous  year,  when  360  infants  were  born. 

Infant  Deaths 

Only  two  infants  died  during  the  year,  this  being  the  smallest 
number  ever  recorded  in  the  town,  both  were  premature  infants  and 
died  within  a few  hours  of  birth. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Arteriosclerotic  disease  now  heads  the 
Causes  of  Death  Table  in  this  country,  the  figure  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  first  time  in  1962. 
The  fact  that  over  two  thousand  people  a week,  many  of  them  apparently 
enjoying  robust  middle  age  only  to  succumb  to  the  disease,  gives  one 
serious  food  for  thought  and  of  course  is  the  subject  for  much  scientific 
and  medical  research  in  many  countries. 

Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  with  its  close  association 
with  cigarette  smoking  is  again  prominent,  with  thirteen  deaths,  five  of 
these  being  females,  whereas  no  females  died  of  this  disease  in  Penarth 
in  the  previous  year. 

I have  retained  the  Table  on  page  18  showing  the  increasing 
mortality  in  the  town  from  Coronary  Diseases  and  Cancer  of  the  Lung 
in  the  last  twelve  years. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  notified  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  is  shown 
on  page  19. 
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Tuberculosis 

Four  males  and  four  females  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year,  one  being  a girl  of  4 years, 
two  elderly  persons  aged  70  and  80  respectively,  and  the  remainder  in 
the  middle  age  group. 

A Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  town  for  two  weeks  in 
October,  being  housed  at  Christchurch  Schoolroom,  St.  David’s 
Presbyterian  Church  and  Cogan  Library,  twenty-four  sessions  being 
held  in  all.  The  total  number  who  attended  was  1,793,  a figure 
representing  less  than  sixty  per  cent  of  the  attendance  we  had  in  1956, 
but  this  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  no  arrangements  were 
made  to  take  school  children  along  as  in  previous  surveys,  for  the  very 
good  reason  that  they  are  all  offered  Tuberculin  skin  testing  and 
B.C.G.  vaccination  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  In  view  of  the  known  fact, 
however,  that  the  main  reservoir  of  infection  in  the  community  is 
known  to  be  in  the  elderly  age  groups,  special  efforts  were  made  to 
bring  it  to  their  notice  by  communicating  with  Old  Age  Pensioners’ 
Associations,  Darby  and  Joan  Club  and  other  bodies  associated  with 
the  elderly. 

Although  twenty-six  per  cent,  of  those  who  attended  were  over 
sixty  years  of  age,  this  was  somewhat  disappointing  bearing  in  mind 
the  number  of  old  people  in  the  town,  representing  only  one  in  eight. 

Analysis  of  results  showed  that  there  were  35  who  showed  some 
abnormality  or  other,  usually  of  no  great  significance,  whereas  in  the 
two  diseases  which  we  are  trying  to  discover,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus,  not  a single  case  of  the 
former  was  discovered  and  only  one  of  the  latter. 

The  result  of  this  survey  raises  the  question  of  whether  such  a 
survey  is  worth  while,  particularly  in  Penarth,  when  a permanent  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  is  open  every  day  in  Cardiff  which  fact  is  well-known 
to  General  Medical  Practitioners  and  to  large  numbers  of  the  public. 

Speaking  generally,  experience  of  Mass  Radiography  has  shown 
that  only  with  intensive  propaganda  and  inducements  and  a hundred 
per  cent,  effort,  as  in  the  extensive  and  detailed  surveys  carried  out  in 
the  last  few  years  in  Liverpool  and  Glasgow  where  they  managed  after 
many  months  to  X-ray  over  ninety  per  cent  of  the  population,  are  the 
results  worth  while. 

Food  Poisoning 

An  explosive  outbreak  of  clinical  Food  Poisoning  occurred  at  the 
Penarth  Grammar  School  in  late  November,  when  190  pupils  and  two 
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members  of  the  teaching  staff  developed  mild  symptoms  of  diarrhoea 
with  or  without  vomiting.  Eighty-six  of  these  being  resident  in  Penarth 
and  the  remainder  being  residents  of  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council, 
mainly  Whitchurch  or  Dinas  Powis.  About  half  of  those  affected  were 
well  enough  to  return  to  school  next  day. 

All  those  taken  ill  had  partaken  of  school  lunch  but  approximately 
one  third  of  those  at  risk  in  this  way  did  not  develop  untoward 
symptoms. 

Investigation  revealed  that  the  time  of  onset  of  symptoms 
appeared  to  be  ten  to  twelve  hours  following  consumption  of  a school 
lunch  which  was  strongly  indicative  of  some  article  of  food  at  this  meal 
being  affected  with  some  form  or  other  of  bacterial  Food  Poisoning. 
Further  investigation  made  me  suspicious  of  the  meat  which  consisted 
of  beef  which  had  been  boiled  the  previous  morning,  allowed  to  cool 
and  then  served  up  with  hot  vegetables  which  had  been  cooked  in  the 
same  stock  pot.  One  does  not  know  whether  the  meat  was  already 
contaminated  before  delivery  or  was  affected  during  prepations  or 
during  the  cooling  process. 

A circular  letter  was  sent  out  without  delay  to  all  the  parents  of 
the  children  affected  explaining  to  them  the  nature  of  their  illness  and 
the  steps  they  should  take  to  minimise  any  danger  of  secondary 
infection  of  others. 

The  following  bacteriological  investigations  were  carried  out  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  : — 

(a)  Faeces  of  some  of  the  children  affected. 

(i b ) Faeces  of  all  members  of  the  canteen  staff. 

( c ) Faeces  from  the  staff  of  the  meat  purveyors. 

( d ) Cuts  of  the  same  piece  of  beef  obtained  from  the  butcher. 

All  the  laboratory  findings  however  were  negative,  this  excluded 
Food  Poisoning  by  the  more  common  form  of  bacterial  Food  Poisoning 
such  as  Salmonella  typhi  murium  and  Clostridium  welchii. 

Of  the  remaining  17  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  the 
year,  ten  were  single  cases  and  the  other  seven  occurred  as  family 
outbreaks  in  three  households. 

Investigation  revealed  that  1 1 of  these  with  one  exception  were  due 
to  bacterial  organisms  Salmonella  typhi  murium  which  is  by  far  the 
commonest  organism  causing  this  disease  in  man.  The  organisms  in 
the  other  case  being  Salmonella  give,  which  is  a comparatively  rare 
organism  in  this  context. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  there  were  27  fatal  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
in  England  and  Wales  in  1962,  as  one  would  expect  two  of  these 
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fatalities  occurred  in  babies  under  12  months  old  and  the  greater 
majority  of  the  remainder  being  over  sixty  years  old.  Bearing  in  mind 
the  fact  that  Food  Poisoning  in  the  very  young  and  the  elderly  may  be 
fatal,  if  only  rarely,  it  behoves  all  concerned  to  take  a much  more 
serious  view  of  this  disease  both  from  the  preventive  angle  and  from  a 
curative  point  of  view.  In  my  experience  many  lay  people  regard 
Food  Poisoning  as  a “severe  chill  on  the  stomach”  and  do  not  always 
seek  medical  attention  and  are  therefore  not  diagnosed  or  treated  and 
may,  particularly  if  employed  in  the  catering  trade,  cause  an  outbreak 
of  Food  Poisoning. 

Poliomyelitis 

I am  happy  to  state  that  no  cases  of  this  dread  disease  occurred 
during  the  year.  Regarding  the  country  as  a whole,  there  is  every  hope 
that  the  intensive  vaccination  of  the  population,  particularly  the  young 
age  groups  will  in  time  eliminate  this  disease. 

Dystentery 

Only  one  case  of  bacilliary  dysentery  was  notified  during  the  year, 
this  being  in  a boy  of  four  years. 

Paratyphoid  Fever 

A boy  aged  years  developed  Paratyphoid  Fever  in  late  August 
and  was  removed  to  the  Lansdowne  Hospital,  Cardiff.  Diagnosis  was 
confirmed  by  isolation  of  Salmonella  para  typhoid  b.  from  his  faeces, 
but  fortunately  he  was  not  seriously  ill  with  the  disease. 

Detailed  investigation,  including  faecal  swabbing  of  other  members 
of  the  household,  failed  to  reveal  any  source  of  infection  and  no 
particular  article  of  food  could  be  incriminated  as  a vehicle  of  infection. 
Fortunately  repeated  examinations  of  the  boy’s  faeces  showed  that  he 
ceased  to  excrete  the  organisms  after  a period  of  about  six  weeks,  but 
swabbing  was  continued  for  a further  period  to  make  certain  that  he  had 
not  become  a chronic  carrier  of  these  potentially  dangerous  organisms 

Preventive  Immunisation 

Details  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  carried  out  in 
the  main  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  and  to 
a lesser  extent  by  some  of  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  are  shown 
on  page  23. 

Health  Services 

A list  of  hostels  and  other  institutions  situated  in  Penarth,  together 
with  details  of  the  frequency  of  the  various  clinics  administered  by  the 
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Divisional  Health  Office  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  are  shown 
on  page  24. 

In  addition  Dental,  Eye,  Orthopaedic  and  other  special  clinics  are 
held  regularly  at  Beecroft  Clinic,  which  is  the  main  central  clinic 
in  the  town. 

Chiropody 

The  County  Council  scheme  giving  free  chiropody  treatment  to 
Old  Age  Pensioners  and  handicapped  persons  continued  during  the 
year  and  the  increased  demand  necessitated  an  increase  to  two  sessions  a 
week  being  held  at  Beecroft  Clinic.  121  persons  were  given  treatment 
at  the  clinic  and  45  in  their  own  homes. 

The  Adjustment  of  Fluoride  in  Water  Supplies 

Much  has  been  written  about  the  above  both  in  the  medical  and 
lay  press.  The  Minister  of  Health  informed  local  health  authorities 
i.e.,  County  Boroughs  and  County  Councils,  in  December,  1962,  that 
he  was  prepared  to  accept  proposals  from  them  under  Section  28  of  the 
Health  Services  Act  for  making  arrangements  with  Water  Undertakings 
for  the  adjustment  of  those  waters  known  to  be  deficient  in  naturally 
occurring  fluoride  to  the  recommended  level  of  one  part  per  million. 

It  has  been  proved  beyond  a shadow  of  doubt  by  scientific  research 
that  this  action  will  greatly  reduce  the  incidence  of  dental  decay  in  the 
growing  child  and  bearing  in  mind  that  the  dental  profession  today  and 
in  particular,  local  authority  dental  services  are  undermanned,  the  delay 
in  implementing  this  exceedingly  important  public  health  measure  is 
to  be  deprecated. 

There  is  of  course  a small  corps  of  vociferous  antagonists  to 
fluoridation  and  if  the  arguments  produced  were  logical,  they  should 
also  be  greatly  concerned  at  the  consumption  of  tea  in  the  population, 
since  this  highly  popular  beverage  contains  by  a strange  freak  of  nature 
precisely  the  same  amount  of  fluoride  as  the  recommended  level  in 
the  water  supplies. 

Dental  decay  is  unfortunately  always  with  us  and  I cannot  help 
thinking  that  if  it  appeared  in  epidemic  form  and  carried  a small 
mortality  there  would  most  certainly  be  an  outcry  for  the  introduction  of 
fluoridation  and  the  majority  of  the  objectors  who  cry  havoc  would 
be  silenced. 

I advise  all  parents  of  infants  and  young  children  to  see  that  their 
children  drink  tea  at  an  early  age. 
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A feature  of  this  subject  which  I find  most  puzzling  is  the  fact 
that  as  far  as  I am  aware,  very  few,  if  any,  young  parents  have  agitated 
by  writing  to  local  authorities,  or  the  press,  wanting  to  know  why 
fluoridation  has  not  been  introduced. 

Housing 

During  the  year,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  carried  out  a survey 
of  houses  in  the  older  streets  in  the  town  both  in  the  North  Ward  and 
in  the  Cogan  area.  In  this  way  over  1,200  houses  were  inspected  and 
classified  into  groups  depending  on  whether  they  were  tenanted, 
owner/occupied,  age  of  house  and  state  of  repair. 

A report  on  the  result  of  the  survey  was  presented  to  the  Council, 
and  it  was  resolved  that  action  should  be  taken  with  the  older  type  of 
house  in  a good  state  of  repair  but  capable  of  being  improved  in 
accordance  with  Circular  42/62,  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government 

The  owners  or  owner/occupiers  of  these  were  circularised,  giving 
them  information  regarding  improvement  grants,  with  a view  to 
encouraging  them  to  improve  their  homes  by  the  installation  of  modern 
amenities. 

During  the  year  work  continued  on  the  58  deteriorating  properties 
which  have  been  purchased  by  the  Council.  In  this  way  some  were 
converted  so  as  to  provide  eighteen  flats,  one  masionnette,  and 
twenty-five  were  fully  repaired  and  improved. 

Swimming  Baths 

Ten  samples  of  sea  water  were  taken  from  the  swimming  baths, 
six  bacteriological  and  four  chemical,  with  the  exception  of  one 
bacteriological  sample  they  were  all  satisfactory. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

We  have  continued  to  use  the  special  apparatus  sited  on  the  roof 
of  the  Paget  Rooms,  to  measure  the  amount  of  gaseous  pollution  in  the 
atmosphere,  the  analysis  being  carried  out  in  the  Laboratory  each 
month  and  expressed  as  milligrams  of  sulphur  trioxide  per  100  sq.  cm. 
of  surface  per  day. 

The  highest  figure  found  was  1.81  and  the  lowest  .30,  giving  an 
average  daily  of  0.77  milligrams.  This  figure  as  usual  is  well  below  the 
quoted  average  for  cities  and  urban  districts. 
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A record  kept  of  the  days  when  a sulphurous  smell  emanating  from 
the  Cement  Works  could  be  detected  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  showed 
that  this  was  noticeable  only  on  three  days  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  during  the  year,  i.e.,  the  compulsory  removal  on  a Court 
Order  of  persons  “who  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention.” 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the 
Council,  colleagues  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Water  Supply 

The  town  receives  a constant  service  of  a soft  upland  surface 
water  from  the  Cardiff  Water  Undertaking  situated  on  the  Brecknock 
Beacons.  The  water  is  highly  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity, 
there  being  no  real  concern  regarding  the  latter  except  occasionally  a 
degree  of  economy  being  introduced  by  a ban  on  the  use  of  garden  hoses. 

In  addition  to  the  27  Bacteriological  and  5 Chemical  samples  of 
water  taken  from  the  piped  supply  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
all  of  which  were  satisfactory,  copies  of  the  results  of  29  Bacteriological 
samples  taken  from  the  local  service  reservoirs  and  water  taps 
submitted  by  the  Cardiff  Water  Engineer  were  also  received,  all  of 
them  being  satisfactory. 

A daily  check  is  also  kept  on  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  in  the 
Water  from  various  parts  of  the  town  by  testing  with  a Patterson 
Chloroscope.

It  will  be  seen  that  by  the  end  of  this  year,  743  interviews  had 
been  given  in  connection  with  matters  under  the  Act  and  the  Council 
had  subsequently  dealt  with  144  applications  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair. 

Apart  from  the  repair  work  put  in  hand  as  the  result  of  these 
applications,  a considerable  amount  has  also  been  executed  by  landlords 
following  the  service  of  “G”  forms  by  their  tenants  and  without  the 
Council  having  to  take  any  statutory  action.

Surface  Campaign 

The  number  of  complaints  received  and  dealt  with  during  the  year 
was  250  and  altogether  1 ,800  visits  of  inspection  were  carried  out. 

The  methods  used  for  rat  destruction  by  the  department  were  those 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  main  surface  infestations  were  found  in  premises  where  a 
food  supply  was  available  and  difficulties  were  often  encountered 
where  poultry  houses  were  improperly  constructed. 

Many  visits  were  paid  to  business  premises,  farms  and  refuse  tips 
and  adequate  control  was  established,  there  being  no  major  infestations. 


Sewer  Campaign 

The  work  of  destroying  rodents  in  the  sewers  was  continued  during 
the  year  by  carrying  out  the  half  yearly  treatments  as  recommended 
by  the  Ministry. 

Each  treatment  consisted  of  baiting  with  0.025%  pure  Warfarin 
with  oatmeal,  Risella  Oil,  Castor  sugar  Paranitrophenol. 
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
